There is a disposition in Great Britain to 
consider the act of the administration of 
the United States during that period when 
the issues of a presidential campaign are 
being joined as purely buncombe for home 
consumption. 

It is well understood in England that 
this administration would be greatly bene- 


fited if it could awake a new popular issue ° 


before the campaign of 1896, and Lord Salis- 
bury may have been disposed to regard 
the present move in that light. If so. he 
has beenj thoroughly undeceived and 
brought to a realization of the fact @ at 
the attitude taken in the Olney letter is the 
one that the department intends to eccupy 
and that a peremtory rejection of it would 
inevitably lead to trouble. 

It is not certain that this will lead Lord 
Salisbury to a more pacific policy, but 
the rezsons why Great Britain should not 
seek a conflict with the United States are 
regarded as potent enough to cause him to 
avoid a crisis if possible.

TWO MURDERERS ELECTROCUTED

Double Execution at Dannemora, N. 
Y., Yesterday. 

Dannemora, N. Y., Ociober °9.—A double 
execution under the law which provides 
that murderers shall meet death by elec- 
tricity was successfully carried out at 
Clinton prison today, when George H. 
Smith and Charles N. Davis, both of Al- 
bany county, met death in the electric 
chair. The first to face death was Smith, 
who walked bravely into the death cham- 
bes at 11:39 o’clock a. m. He did not 
falter or show the least emotion, but was 
quickly strapped into the chair, and at a 
signal from Dr. Ransom the current of 
electricity was turned on, 1,750 volts pass- 
ing through him. This voltage remained 
on five seconds, when it was reduced and 
continued for twenty seconds. Again it 
was increased and allowed to remain for 
five seconds, and again reduced, remain- 
ing for twenty seconds. When it was 
turned off an examination was made by 
the prison physician and several other 
medical men. He was pronounced dead at 
11:44 o’clock a. m., just five minutes after 
he entered the chamber. 

The witnesses returned to the ante-room 
while the body was taken to the dissecting 
room, and at 11:36 o’clock Davis was con- 
ducted to the chamber of death. He fal- 
tered slightly as he came in sight of the 
chair, but it was only for an instant. He 
was strapped into the chair, and at 11:57 
o’clock a current of 1,780 volts passed 
resulting in instanta- 
neous death. The high voltage Was con- 
tinued for six seconds, reduced and kept 
on for twenty seconds, when it was finality 
turned off. It was just 12:01 o’clock p. m. 
when he was officially pronounced dead.

This is the first time that a military or- 
ganization, musical or otherwise, has been 
ordered out of the country for an occasion 
of this kind. It shows the interest felt 
there in Atlanta’s enterprise. Mexico was 
slow to appreciate the scope of the exposi- 
tion. It was some time before the idea 
dawned upon the people there that this was 
a greater enterprise than they had thought. 
Mexico woke up. Commissioner Gonzalez 
kept the wires warm. He telegraphed for a 
more elaborate display. he government 
aroused itself and informed him to ask 
for what was wanted. The exhibit was 
slow in coming, but in its character it com- 
pensates fully for all loss of time. 

The Mexican band is a part of this ex- 
hibit. President Diaz instructed his secre- 
tary of war to order out the band on the 
24th, in order that it might reach here At- 
lanta day.

He gave his men orders 
to be ready next day, tmiade hasty prepara- 
tions and left at once for Atlanta.

WILL RETURN ON PIEDMONT AVENUE 


Important Change Announced Yester- 
day by the Consolidated—Work 
on the Extension Commenced. 


Tomorrow, Atlanta day, the Consolidated 
cars from every part of the city will carry 
passengers to the exposition for 5 cents. 

The Peachtree car line is to be extended 
to the main entrance of the exposition and 


| @ two-minute schedule operated on that 


line on and after Friday. 
A fare of 5 cents will be charged on these 


cars. 

The new arrangement is one that will 
be hailed with delight by the exposition 
visitors. Those who will to go to the ex- 
position from the center of the city can 
do so for 5 cents, as that is the fare that 
will be charged on every car starting from 


the center of the city. 
This schedule of rates does not affect 


the cross town service, on which the 10 


cent fare will continue to be charged as 
heretofore. The cross town cars will en- 
ter the terminals at the exposition, as 
now, and a fare of 10 cents will be charged 

Any car on the Peachtree line will put 
a passenger at the main entrance to the 
exposition grounds for 5 cents. 

Last night a squad of track hands went 
to work tu make a link between the Wil- 
son avenue line and the Piedmont avenue 
tracks.

All Classes and Professions Represent-

Last night, in the presence of one of the 
largest gatherings that ever assembled in 
the hall of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation, Hon. Henry Watterson, of Ken- 
delivered his famous lecture on 
Abraham Lincoln. 

It was a masterpiece of eloquence and 
frequently during the delivery of the lect- 


. ure the feelings of the audience mounted to

the highest pitch of enthusiasm. 

Mr. Watterson was gracefully presented 
to the audience, in a brief speech of intro- 
duction, by Mayor Porter King. 

As the graceful @igure of the eloquent 
son of Kentucky appeared in full stature 
before the audience he was greeted with 
loud and prolenged applause. In the audi- 
ence weré many of Atlanta’s foremost citi- 
zens. All professions were represented and 
the audience in itself, representing every 
phase of political thought, was a splendid 
Ovation to the speaker. 

Mr. Watterson began his address by re- 
fering to the early days of the republic and 
the questions on which the great political 
parties were divided. He traced the origin 
and growth of the slavery agitation and its 
to the presidency and its sanguinary 
to the chair of office and its sanguinary 
sequel in the war between the states. 

Touching upon the era of debate and con- 
treversy in the halls of congress Mr. Wat- 
terson said: “‘The senate had its Gettys- 
burg and more than one Shiloh was fought 
on the floor of the house.’’ He paid a pass- 
ing compliment to all the distinguished 
actors of that period, including Webster, 
Clay and YDouglas. His tribute to Mr. 
Douglas was one of the most eloquent 
features of the lecture. 

‘Mr. Lincoln,’’ said the speaker, “‘came 
upon the scene of action with the agitation 
of the slavery question. 
ever, an extremist. He belonged to the old 
whig party, with Henry Clay, and differed 
from that great apostle of compromise only 
in his leanings toward emanicipation. Prior 
to the election Mr. Lincoln had led an ob- 
scure life in Illinois and was comparative- 
ly unknown to national politics. He was 
more of a philosophic thinker than a man 
of action, and was characterized by a 
quaint humor that pervaded all his writ- 
ings. The fact that. party leaders were 
brushed aside to -clear the way for this 
man of destiny confirmed the belief that 
Mr. Lincoln was divinely inspired.”’

HENRY JONES DIES 


A Noted Journalist Carried Of Unexpect- 


edly at the National Capital. 
TYPHOID FEVER THE DISEASE 
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Mr. Jones Served Many Years on the 
Press of Georgia—He Had a 
Wonderful Memory. 


Hon. Henry Jones, for many years promi- 
nent in Georgia politics end journalism, 
died suddenly in Washington, D. C., yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Mr. Jones’s death was due to typhoid fe- 
ver, aud though he had been ill for sey- 
eral days his death came unexpectedly. 

Only a few weeks ago Mr. Jones was 
in Atlanta surrounded by his friends in 
apparent good health and with that same 
wctivity and energy which characterized 
him through life. 

Probably few men were better known 
throughout the south, especially among 
the newspaper men and the office holders 
than Mr. Jones. In journalism*he had 
made his mark end few men in the south 
were better Known in letters, literature and 
politics than he. : 

Mr. Jones was a native of Maine and 
was scmething over fifty-two years of age 
at the time of his death. When quite 
young he came seuth and went into the 
journalistic field. He Was an acconiplished 
and fluent writer and held a position cn 
the oid Augusta Chronicle and Constitu- 
tionalist. Tnere he made a@ name as one 
of the strongest writers on the southern 
press. He was especially up on statistics 
and political matters. 

k'rom Augusta Mr. Jones went to Florida, 
where he engaged in journalism and then 
returned to Georgia, 

Afier remaining in Georgia a short while 
Mr. Jcnes went to Washington, where Ne 
Was ergaged on ‘The Fost for a long time 
and where his services were higoly vaiued. 
At this time he was the correspondent of 
@ number of southerg papers. 

When Hon, A. H. Colgqu.tt was elected 
United States senator he made Mr. Jones 
his private secretary. Througnout Senatcr 
Coiquitt’s senatoriai career Mr. Jones was 
with him and he proved an abie secretary. 

At the death of Senator Coiquitt Mr. 
Jones became private secretary to Senator 
Waish, who succeeded penator Coiquiit, 
Not iong ago Mr. yvones Was elected sccre- 
lary to tue execulive committee of the 
bimetallic league and it was in that ca- 
pacity he Was serving when death claimed 
him.

The Office of Chief Sanitary Inspector 
May Be Made Elective. 


HOW IT WAS FORMERLY DONE 


The Question Has Been Discussed and 
May Pass Through the Council 
Next Monday.

Since Atlanta has had acorps of sanitary 
inspectors the members of that body have 
been under the management of the board 


of health. 

But before the present session of the leg- 
isiature adjourns the manner of the elec- 
tion of the chief of the department will 
in all probability have been taken out of 
the hands of the board of health and 


Placed in the hands of the people. 

At the adjourned session of the general 
council Monday afternoon Mr. Mayson 
presented an ordinance providing fer the 
election of the chief of the sanitary de- 
partment by the general council, rather 
than by the board of health, the method 
prevailing. The ordinance was unexpected 
by some of the members of the general 
ceuncil, while its presentation did not cause 
any surprise among other members of 
that body.

Mrs. Cotton has a beautifully modulated 
voice and her gentle, persuasive utterances 
could win as many voters as she might 
ask in any assembly and save her the trou- 
ble of tacing the clamoring multitude that 
surround the modern ballot box, and arouse 
the political enthusism of the butcher, the 
the political enthusiasm of the butcher, the 
baker and candlestick maker. 

In her address Mrs. Cotton first empha- 
sized the importance of woman’s influence 
in every undertaking; secondly, her influ- 
ence in the ideal home, and the influence of 
the home in the country’s prosperity. She 
then referred at length to the reciprocal 
duty of the government toward women, 
and concluded with many practical sugges- 
tions, in which she earnestly and forcibly 
appealed for the establishment of a nation- 
al school of industrial arts and sciences for 
women, where they can be systematically 
trained for the science of domesticity and 
peace, just as boys are trained for war at 
West Point and Annapolis. 

Mrs. Cotton used forcible arguments to 
show the necessity of such a school, and 
the demands of justice and the needs of the 
future were forcibly portrayed. The fact 
that American women have become neces- 
sary to the evolution of the immediate fu- 
ture renders their developments and eleva- 
tion of importance to the government. 

At the conclusion of Mrs. Cotton’s ad- 
dress a number of informal talks were 
made, among them a very interesting one 
by Belva Lockwood. |

Yesterday at noon Dr. Daniel C. Gilman, 
president of the jury of awards, left on the 
vestibule train for Washington. With him 
he carried all reports handed in by the 
jurors, and on the papers and information 
received while in the city the board will 
act on November 6th. This meeting will 
be attended by all the members of the jury. 
This meeting will decide the action of the 
| jury and as soon as the report is filed with 
President Gilman the awards will be made. 
Until that meeting the exhibitors will not 
have the slightest idea what has been done 
or to whom the medals will he awarded. 

It has been a subject of almost universal 
comment that the jury which has just com- 
pleted its work here was the most eminent 
body of men that ever sat in judgment upon 
an exposition. This is certainly the case 
when compared with the jury that made 
the awards at the Columbian exposition. 
Though that jury was considered to be one 
of the most capable that had ever acted 
prior to that time, still it does not begin 
to equal the depth of thought of the men 
who composed the jury of awards at our 
exposition. Dr. Gilman, president of the 
jury, is considered to be one of the most 
eminent and capable of the south’s great 
educators. His knowledge is not limited, 
however, to the resources of the south, for 
he has a national reputation as one of the 
best posted men in the country. It is due 
to his great influence and careful considera- 
tion that the men were secured to co-oper- 
ate with him here. 

Professor J. Howard Gore. of the Colum- 
bian university, of Washington, ranks very 
high as an educator and has been four times 
appointed as United States commissicner 
to foreign expositions. He has visited all 
expositions held both in this country and 
other places for the past half century and 
his indorsement, which is unqualified, 
means much for the exposition in Atlanta.

A Bad Example. 

News comes from Washington through 
the medium of the press dispatches 
that Secretary Carlisle, so far as the 
exercise of his citizenship is concerned, 
is homeless. He has no place of resi- 
dence in any part of Kentucky, and 
owing to that fact he is in doubt wheth- 
er he can vote in Kentucky. 

If he should be asked at what place 
in Covington he has a domicile he 
would be unable to say, since he does 
not live there and has no home there. 
Consequently, the press dispatches ap- 
nounce that although the last day of 
registration in Kentucky is today Mr. 
Carlisle has not made up his mind as 
to his technical right to register and 
vote in his native state. 

Mr. Carlisle does not stand alone in 
this- matter. It will be remembered that 
not long ago Mr. Cleveland was de- 
barred from voting for his old friend 
Senator Hill by reason of the fact that 
he failed to register, not knowing in 
what vicinity his citizenship lay. 

These things are calculated to grieve 
the judicious, especially when we re- 
member that Mr. Cleveland, on several 
occasions, has warned the business men 
of the country not to negiect the duties 
of citizenship. We take it that it is a 
gross neglect of these duties when any 
man so far refrains from conforming to 
the requirements of the law as to dis- 
franchise himself. It is bad enough 
when this neglect can he traced to the 
humblest citizen, but when we find ibe 
example of neglect set by two of the 
hichest officials in the government, the 
snectecle is not onlv a sad one. hnt the 
example is a very bad one to place be- 
fore the young men of the country who 
are just attaining their majority. 

The voting privilege is a precious me.

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A Spanish American Customer. 

Venezuela is anxious to cultivate 
closer commercial arrangements with 
this country, and when we secure her 
trade we shall be in a position to ex- 
tend our business in other South 
American markets. 

In his last report to the state depart- 
ment Mr. Plumacher, our consul at 
Maracaibo, says that the Venezuelans 
intensely dislike the English and the 

lermans, and would prefer to trade 
with us, provided it could be made to 
their advantage. New York is now 
but six days from the Venezuelan coast 
and there is a. weekly line of steamers. 
Our eonsul writes: 

It is to Americans also that Venezuela 
looks today for the development of her 
great natural resources, and the govern- 
ment would be glad to grant most favorable 
concessions to eompanies or individyals 
from the United States who come in good 
faith for that purpose. 

The possibilities of this country, as well 
as the other Spanish-American republics, 
are as yet but little understood by our peo- 
ple at large, but if we do not now take 
advantage of the exceptional opportunities 
offered us we will regret, at no distant day, 
that we did not see more clearly into the 
future. 

Peace and order: at home and freedom 
from foreign complications are all that is 
necessary to insure a brilliant future for 
this republic. With its vast territory and fer- 
tile soil, where on account of the diversity of 
climate, productions of all the different 
zones can be grown, the perfect salubrity 
of its table lands, the-abundant mineral 
wealth existent in every province, and its 
1,800 miles of seacoast, no section of the 
continent can offer greater attractions and 
the nation which shall wield the chief po- 
litical and commercial infiuence in the Ven- 
ezuela of the future may indeed congratu- 
late itself upon its good fortune. 

Whether our merchants and manufactur- 
ers will carry on an energetic campaign is 
now the important question. The field is 
open and circumstances are in their favor, 
and, although I regret to say it, they 
might well take a lesson from the methods 
of their Luropean rivals, who secured and 
held for years a virtual monopoly of this 
trade. 

‘the interest taken by the Venezuelans 
in our exposition, and the firm faith 
which they have iu our determination 
to uphold the Monroe doctrine shows 
how they are inclined to regard this 
country as their natural ally. 

When everything is in our favor, as it 
is at the present time in the relations 
existing between these two countries, 
we should spare no efforts to extend our 
commerce. When Venezuela becomes 
our regular customer, other Spanish- 
American republics will follow. It is 
the best country for us to first extend 
our trade in because it is so easily 
reached from our Atlantic ports, with 
good steamer facilities already estab- 
lished. 

The only thing that world interrupt 
our friendly relations would be the 
abandonment of the Monroe doctrine 
by our government, but it is not likely 
that such a blunder will be made. Our 
people understand -the doctrine better 
than they ever did before and they 
are very strongly in favor of uphold- 
ing it. The same political and com- 
mercial policy which we pursue toward 
Venezuela will have an equally good 
effect if made to embrace every other 
Spanish-American republic.

Another ‘‘Crisis.’’ 

The retirement of the French cabinet 
will be a great surprise to the metro- 
politan editors who are detailed to deal 
with foreign affairs in an off-hand way. 
There are three things that create sur- 
prise in that quarter—the birth of a 
royal infant in Great Britain, a revolu- 
tion in Central America, and a so-called 
“eabinet crisis” in France. 

The editors are pleased to call the re- 
tirement of the ministers a “crisis,” but 
it is just about as far from a real crisis 
as any event could well be. The re- 
cent “crisis” was even tamer than usual. 
An inquisitive gentleman rose and in- 
quired what part the distinguished cabi- 
net had played in shielding criminals in 
the recent railway embezzlements. 
Some mild discussion followed and a 
motion that the government ought to re- 


| ply to the question was passed, but the 


oo Sat 
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| ministers instead of making any reply 
folded their official tents and meekly 


filed out of the hall. 

That is what they call a “crisis” in 
beautiful France. In the United States 
it would be called a genuine autumn 
picnic, and there would be no end of 
flowers and favors, The retirement 
business—or “crisis, (not to offend our 
metropolitan contemporaries) is per- 
formed by what they call a “responsi- 
ble” ministry; but the facts of history 
show that a “responsible” ministry is 
the most irresponsible affair that was 
ever invented, 

Take the recent retirement. A ma- 
jority of the chamber of deputies 
thought that the members of the cabi- 
net had failed to perform their duty 
with respect to the criminals known to 
have been engaged in various railway 
scandals. One of these members in- 
terpolated the prime minister, but, re- 
ceiving no satisfactory answer, put his 
question in the form of a motion, which 
was adopted by the chamber. ‘ 

Thereupon the so-called “responsible” 
ministry showed how irresponsible it 
was by retiring without answering the 
questions put to it, refusing to give the 
chamber and the country any satisfac- 
tion whatever. And that is an end of 
the matter. 

The “crisis” is supposed to last until 
the president can form another “‘re- 
sponsible” cabinet. 
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A Good Way To Check Lynching. 

Governor Atkinson’s message was full 
of good points, but the gem of the col- 
lection was that portion of the docu- 
ment which was devoted to the subject 
of lynching. 

The governor has no patience with 
lynch law. It has claimed five victims 
since his inauguration a year ago, and 
he wants to wipe out the evil, or at 
least check it. He suggests that the 
general assembly should pass a law pro- 
viding that wherever a person is taken 
from the hands of officers and mal- 
treated or murdered, the governor shall 
be authorized in his discretion to re- 
move from office the man from whose 
custgdy he was taken, and that the ad- 
ministrator or family of the deceased 
shall have the right to recover from the 
county the full value of bis life. Gov- 
ernor Atkinson says that the state has 
no right to permi’ .ts officers to take 
charge of a man, render him powerless 
to protect himself,> and while in this 
helpless condition in the custody of the 
state allow him to be taken by an 
armed mob and maltreated or mur- 
dered. In all such instances he recom- 
mends that their legal representatives 
shall have redress.in the courts, with 
the right to sue in any county adjoin- 
ing the one where the offense was com- 
mitted. 

It strikes us that the governor’s sug- 
gestions are on the right line, and we 
believe that they would have a power- 
ful effect in abating the lynching evil. 
Officers would be more careful if they 
felt that they would be dismissed from 
office when they negligently allowed a 
prisoner to be taken.sfrom their cus- 
tody by a mob, and the tax payers 
would be strongly opposed to hynching 
if the result was a damage suit which 
would compel them to go down into 
their pockets. : 

We do not believe that any better 
anti-lynching: remedy has ever been 
suggested. All that we have to do is to 
put it in the shape of a statute, and 
also provide for the speedy trials of im- 
portant criminal cases. When we do 
this lynching will be _ practically 
abolished. 

The Constitutfon has been on this 
line for many years, but it has never 
seen its ideas formulated in a more 
striking way than in the governor's 
message. Our law makers should give 
their attention to the matter and ad- 
vance Georgia to the front as a state 
whose laws are so satisfactorily admin- 
istered that there is no room for Judge 
Lynch. 
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General Longstreet Vindicated. 


Many of our readers have seen with 
regret a recent statement in the news- 
papers to the effect that General Long- 
street’s new book will attack General] 
Lee and represent him as-.a poor com- 
mander. Weare glad to see a card from 
his publishers which says: 

In regard to the article in The New York 
World we desire-to say that it must cer- 
tainly be an error of the reporter to have 
represented General Longstreet as making 
any such remark as the one attributed to 
him (that Lee was a poor general). General 
Lee had no more loyal supporter than 
Longstreet, and his book will give his com- 
manier all due credit. We can positively as- 
sure you that no such language or intima- 
tion that Lee was a poor commander ap- 
pears in any way. He speaks of him on 
all occasions with the greatest respect and 
admiration, both as a general and as a ran. 

This positive statement from the pub- 
lishers sets everything right, and it will 
gratify all true southerners to be as- 
sured that Longstreet shares their high 
opinion of Lee, as a commander and as 
a man. ie 

General Longstreet has made no de- 
nial of the report in The World because 
the article was written by a.lady, and 
he makes it a point never to contradict 
one. The general has always been too 
eareless about his own reputation. 
Time and again he has allowed untruth- 
ful reports concerning him to go un- 
corrected because he did not care to ap- 
pear in print over his own signature. 
Perhaps he has made a serious mistake 
in this. The future historian will get 
many of his facts from our newspaper 
files, and he will be liable to be misled 
when erroneous reports are permitted to 
stand uncorrected. 

It would have detracted from Gen- 
eral Longstreet’s fame if he had at- 
tacked General Lee in his book.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


There are no newspapers in Pekin, ex- 
cept the venerable Gazette, the oldest 
hewspaper in the world, 800 years old, and 
it contains nothing but official informa- 
tion, such as the grand council desires 
to give to the public. Nor have any of 
the American or European press agencies 
representatives at the capitol of China, 
which is an extraordinary lack of 
enterprise, particularly as the most impor- 
tant and interesting events are to occur in 
that locality within the next few years. 
At Tientsin there is a daily newspaper 
Published in English and another in the 
Chinese language. Both of them contain 
some news which is translated from the 
Gazette, or has come down in private 
letters from Pekin, or is told by travelers 
from that city. The two principal news 
agencies of Europe have correspondents at 
Tientsin, but they are not authorized 
to send anything by cable except it is of 
the gravest importance, because the rates 
are high, about $3 a word. 

The North China Herald which is pub- 
lished at Shanghai has a very good cor- 
respondent at Tientsin and occasionally 
receives a letter from some volunteer 
writer at Pekin. Most of the news filters 
out through the columns of that, when it 
is seized upon by the press correspondents 
at Shanghai and telegraphed all over the 
world. It is then, however, at least two 
weeks old, and not always accurate. 
Some information comes down from Pek- 
in to Shanghai in private letters to mer- 
chants and officials in the custom houses 
and often through natives who have 
friends at court; but this gossip usually 
is very unreliable and cannot be depended 
upon. In short, there is nothing like a 
newspaper press in China north of Sang- 
hai, which is seven hundred miles from 
Pekin, and reckoned by days of travel, 
is as far away as New York is from 
London, 


At the Manchester bankruptcy court, a 
bottler of beer in that city is at present 
“going through the court’ for the second 
time. A few days ago he was publicly 
examined by the official receiver, and it 
was then ascertained that on the occasion 
of his previous failure he had paid 100 cents 
on the dollar on the amount of his liabil- 
ities.

The Gulf Coast. 

From The Ntw Orleans Times-Democrat. 

The decline on our gulf coast is so 
much more rapid than in other countries 
as to give cause for actual fear lest the 
Louisiana lowlands may soon disappear 
below the level of the ocean, were the 
cause of the rapid sinking not obvious. 
Elsewhere it may be due, to a certain ex- 
tent, to the solidifying of the land, but 
is mainly caused by the rains washing 
away the soil. The rains are pounding 
away with a force of many millions of 
tons annually, and the streams are car- 
rying the silt and detritus into the ocean. 
They may raise the bottom of the ocean 
slightly; they certainly depress the level 
of the fand. 

Here in Louisiana, on the gulf coast, 
tn2 chief cause of the land subsiding is 
its solidification. As originally formed 
by the deposits of the Msisissippi, the soil 
is light, consisting of a very large portion 
of water, and is almost as spéngy as a 
swamp. As the water is squeezed out of 
it is naturally firmer and more concen- 
trated, and there is a subsidence of the 
level. We have had several very striking 
evidences of this in New Orleans of late 
years. This was the cause of the levee 
front near Jackson square sinking some 
three to five feet a few years ago; and a 
still more conspicuous case was during the 
work of the sewerage company on St. Ann 
street. A trench was dug in which to lay 
its pipes. This served to drain the water 
from the neighboring soil, and the land in 
consequence sunk a foot or more, carry- 
ing down the banquette and threatening 
the neigboring house. There could 
have been no better proof of the light- 
ness of the soil and of the fact that New 
Orleans is built.on a mighty sponge, well 
filled with water, which shrinks into much 
smaller proportions if the water is squeez- 
ed out of it. With better drainage, there- 
fore, We may expect some sinking of the 
soil, as it becomes firmer and more con- 
densed and loses its semi-aqueous charac-

“If the United States recognizes the Cu- 
ban insurgents as belligerents there is sure 
to be a war between the United States and 
Spain.”’ 

The speaker was Mr. C. B. Pendleton, of 
Key West, Fla. Mr. Pendleton is the editor 
of The Key West Equator Democrat, and 
is perhaps the best posted man in this 
country on the condition of affairs in Cuba 
today. 

“If we recognize the Cubans,” he con- 
tinued, “it means that the insungents will 
be successful. The moment we do that 
the government of Spain will declare war 
against the United States. Spain will do 
this, because she will recognize that such 
participation in the rebellion on the part 
of the United States will mean success on 
the part of the insurgents. She will declare 
war on the United States because in doing 
so she can lose Cuba with honor. Now 
what will a declaration on the part cf 
Spain against the United States mear? 
We have no harbor defenses. The Spanish 
navy is equal if not greater than ours. 
They will bombard the perts of Pensacuvla, 
Key West, Tampa, Jacksonville,. Bruns- 
wick, Savannah, Charleston, Norfolk and 
others. Of course in the end the United 
States would be victorious, but it would be 
an expensive war. I am a sympathizer 
with the insurgents in Cuba, but if the 
United States recognizes them: as belliger- 
ents and permits the shipment of arms 
and ammunition from this country to «aid 
them it may be put down as a positive 
fact that Spain will declare war agains, 
us, and a war with Spain will be expen- 
sive.’’ 


Colonel Rufus E. Lester, of Savannah, 
the member of congress from that dis- 
trict, spent yesterday in Atlanta.

HOW OUR TEACHERS SHOULD BE TRAINED 


The Morning Session of the Congress 
Devoted to the Work of Sec- 
ondary Schools.

The principal address of the 
session was delivered by Dr. W. H. Payne, 
the chancellor of the Peobody Normal 
institute, of Nashville, Tenn. 

Superintendent W. F. Slaton, of the pub- 
lic schools of Atlanta, presided. On the 
platform with Superintendent Slaton were 
Dr. W. H. Payne, Chancellor Boggs, of 
the.State university; Professor J. B. Hun- 
nicutt, School Commissioner Glenn, Dr. B. 
L. Whitman and several others. 

The exercises commenced at 2:30 o’clock. 
In a few brief words Superintendent Sla- 
William E. 
who pre- 


introduced Chancellor 
Boggs, of the State university, 
scented Dr. W. H. Payne. 

Dr. Payne Presented. 

In preseating the distinguished educator, 
Dr. Eogss said: 

“What is the use of presenting to this 
audience a gentleman whose name is a 
household word in Georgia and whose voice 
has come to us over and over again as we 
have labored in the schoolroom. The chan- 
cellor of the Peabody Normal institute 
will speak to us this afternoon and I take 
great pleasure in presenting to you Dr. Ww. 
H. Payhe, of Nashville, Tenn. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The prolonged applause which greeted 
Dr. Payne, as he stood up in the presence 
of the large audience of teachers, was 
only a hearty recognition of his services 
as one of the most distinguished educators 
of the south. Seldom has a more pro- 
nounced ovation been paid to any public 
man. It was several seconds before the 
speaker was able to proceed. 

Dr. Payne spoke without notes or manu- 
script and apparently with the ease of one 
who understood his subject and needed 
no special preparation. He entertained his 
large audience for nearly an hour and a 
half and his speech, though void of literary 
pretense, was one of the most delightful 
features of the congress. 

Dr. Curry’s Absence Regretted. 

Dr. Payne began his address by stating 
his situation was very embarrassing to 
him. He did not expect to be the principal 
of the afternoon, supposing that Dr. Curry 
would fill that honored place on the pro- 
gramme. He merely expected to supple- 
ment Dr, Curry’s speech with a few re- 
marks of his own. In the absence of Dr. 
Curry from the city he would do his best 
to fill the place but would not promise to 
entertain the audience. 

in spite of this apology, however, and 
the chancellor’s regret that Dr. Curry was 
prevented from making his address, the 
audience was highly entertained, and, bet- 
ter still, instructed. 

“My reverence for Mr. Peabody,” said 
Dr. Payne, ‘‘and his noble work in seeking 
to educate his fellow men intensifies the 
regret I feel in the absence of Dr. Curry. 
I feel gratified, however, a day should be 
set apart in the calendar of this great ex- 
position to the memory of George Peabody 
and for this reason I am only. too happy 
to raise my voice on this occasion.” 

Shakespeare Adapted. 

“My voice is rather weak,’ said Dr. 
Payne. “I wish for your sake, as well as 
for my own; that it was stronger than it 
is, but that is a matter over which I 
have no controi. I felt like quoting Shake- 
speare, in this consection, or perhaps I 
should say like misquoting him: ‘A voice, 
a voice, my kingdom for a voice.’ Since 
I have not the voice to reach all of you I 
must quote Shakespeare again and ask 
you to ‘lend me your ears.’ In receiving 
your ear in exchange for my voice I have 
no doubt that I will be getting the best of 
the bargain.’” (Laughter.) 

Creeds and Ideais. 

Launching out into his argument Dr. 
Payne continued: 

“The fundamental problem of civilization 
is the education of teachers. The minds 
of the young for good or evil, for time and 
eternity, are molded by the teachers of the 
land and the importance of educating 
teachers*for their work is obvious. It is 
also important that teachers be made of the 
right matcrial. Teachers must not only be 
able to teach, but the influence of the 
toacher should be ennobling to the pupil. 
Teachers must have ideals. Every life 
nubly lived must be spent in the pursuit 
of some definite ideal. If a teacher’s aim 
‘s below the ideal no real success can be 
achieved. It is not only necessary that a 
teacher should have an ideal, but in ad- 

ition to this, he should have a creed. He 
should have a political creed, a religious 
creed and a moral creed, and should feel 
and think deeply for himself without de- 
pending upon the minds of other people.” 
Normal Schools Discussed. 

‘What is true of individual teachers,” 
said Dr. Payne, “is equally true of in- 
titutions. Institutions should have ideals; 
hey should also have creeds. Unless an in- 
Btitution has a definite end in view and 
unless it has a creed of its own it must 
Prove a failure. Every institution should 
have a responsible head. This does not rob 
the subordinate teachers of individuality, 
but places the burden on the executive head 
of the institution. 
| Mr. Peabody’s Aim. 

_“Half the fund given by Mr. Peabody to 
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inspiration of Mr. Peabody’s life and his 
aim was to make it the greatest institution 
of its kind in the world.” 

In this connection Dr. Payne tcld of an 
interview with the generous patron of edu. 
cation in which he gave utterance to this 
fond hope: “I have done the best F could 
with the school,” said Dr. Payne. “I have 
had good oy portunities and if I have fail- 


ed I am to blame fer it. If I am not the 
man to be at the head of this institutior. | 
am ready to yield my place to another.’’ 

In acdition to the Peabody fund Dr. 
Payne stated in the course of his remarks 
that Tennessee appropriated annually to 
the support of the institution $15,000. The 
school occupied the old grounds of the 
Nashville university. Two hundred and 
four scholarships were distributed among 
the southern states and each scholarship 
was valued at $100. 

Dr. Payne referred to his connection with 
the school, stating that a letter had come 
to him about eight years ago from Dr. J. 
L. M. Curry asking for an interview. This 
interview was held and Dr. Curry offered 
him the vacant chair of the Peabody Nor- 
mal school. Dr. Payne declined the offer 
at first, but was assured by Dr. Curry 
that ‘the institution embraced the features 
of a college and was not a normal school in 
the common acceptance of that term. With 
this understanding he became the chancel- 
lor of the institution. Dr. Payne explained 
that the Peabody Normal school had a pe- 
culiar mission of its own and conflicted 
with none of the normal schools supported 
by the different states. The same relation 
existed between them as between the col- 
lege and its tributary high schools. 

Dr. Payne’s Idea. 

“A standard is a good thing to have,” 
said Dr. Payne, “but an institution may 
put its standard too high. It must be in 
sympathetic touch with the great masses 
of the people and from year to year the 
standard may be raised as the standard of 
intelligence is increased among the people. 
This has been my policy: to raise the 
standard of the institution gradually, thus 
making the loss occasioned thereby only 
such as the institution could stand without 
being crippled or impaired. 

Scholarship Preferred to Method. 

“Normal schools, as a rule, base their 
success on method. Perhaps greater stress 
is laid on the proposition: how to teach 
than on the acquisition of knowledge as a 
prerequisite for teaching. Ip the great ma: 
jor“Ay of these schools scholarship is sub- 
ordinate to method.”’ 

Dr. Payne took the position that scholar- 
ship was more important than method anc 
the purpose of the institution over which he 
presided was to graduate scholars wh. 
were capable of teaching the youth of the 


land. 
Principle Instead of Rule. 

“I wish to advance another proposition,’’ 
said Dr. Payne, ‘‘and that is that prin 
ciple is more important than rule. Thi 
is emphasized in the discipline of the Pea. 
body Normal school. When a teacher or z 
pupil understands a principle he has gaine 
a victory and.is independent of rules whic! 
may be fixed in the mind without the leas. 
knowledge of the principle involved.” 

The Missionary Spirit. 

Dr. Payne civsed his able speech by laying 
down his third proposition that ever 
teacher should be imbued with the mis 
sionary spirit and should go forth in th: 
consciousness of their sacred calling t 
instruct the ignorant and to lift the work 
from darkness. In order to possess thi: 
spirit a teacher should be actuated b. 
sound morals and should yield to the gov- 
erning influence of truth and virtue. 

Yesterday Morning’s Session.

auditorium yesterday morning. 

Majw@ W. F. Slaton, the superintenden 
of Atianta’s public schools, presided.

read. : 
A Teacher’s Responsibility. 

The first paper read before the morning 
session was prepared and read by Profes- 
sor Laurence C. Hill, of Lawrencevilis, 
N. J., on the place and work of the secon- 
dary schools. 

Professor Hill summed up his idea of a 
teacher’s responsibility in the foilowing 
language: : 

“if a little child begins his school lifedn 
my primary grade I shall follow him with 
tender and parental solicitude as he pass€s 
through the grammar schools, the seconda- 
ry schools, the college and the university, 
and I claim the right to glory over his 
academic triumphs, to share in his wise 
leadership of men as due in part to the im- 
pulse of my own training; so, too, | must 
share in the enagrin of his failure as in 
some measure a refiection upon a quality 
of my guidance. 

“And so I repeat my claim that every 
well organized system of instruction is in 
a very little sense a university in which the 
primary teacher and the professor of po- 
litical science are members of the sar 
faculty. If we all realized this, we should 
not be so prone to criticise those who are 
not teaching under the same roof with us. 
We should see that we who are in the north 
are engaged in the same great work that 
faces you. Our difficulties are not so great 
as yours. We cannot understand your 
problems so well as you. If I were to or- 
ganize a system of public education for 
you today, I should not dare to advise that 
both sexes and all colors should be edu- 
cated side by side as I know they should 
be in the north, Problems due to local con- 
ditions must be solved by those who un- 
derstand the local conditions. But the gen- 
eral conditions of the great problem of ecu- 
cation in a republic are the same every- 
where; these conditions demand education 
as a pledge of the stability and perpetuity 
of the republic. In this scheme of orderly 
education the secondary school occupies a 
unique position and does a work that is vi- 
tal to the rest of the system and to ihe 
community from which it receives its sup- 
port.”’ 

The next speaker was Major W. F. Gar- 
rett, of the Peabody Normal school, Nash- 
ville, Tenn. He taiked on the line of Pro- 
fessor Hill’s paper and advanced quite a 
number of sound, original ideas. 

Character Building. 

Mr. A. P. Montague, the dean of Colum- 
bia college, declared that a teacher's func- 
tion was not simply to instruct the mind, 
but to improve the morals and build up the 
character. Said he: 

“No paper would be complete which failed 
to reter to the moral, the spiritual side of 
our profession. The teacher may maxe his 
pupil at home in the calculus and astron- 
omy, familiar with the most abstruse prob- 
lems of physics and the symbols of chemis- 
try; he may bring forth powers of reason- 
ing that rival the argumentation of Kant 
and Descartes; he may enable his pupil to 
behold with unerring vision the panoara- 
ma of the world’s actions, and with clear 
eye, to look through the vista of unnumber- 
ed ages; he may explore with him the 
treasure chamber of ancient lore, and in 
short reveal to him the mysteries of all hu- 
man knowledge; but if he has not reached 
the soul and upbuilt character, he has tail- 
ed to teach. The pupil will value words of 
wis@om and truths of philosophy; to clear 
demonstratton and cogent reasoning ive will 
form his conception of the preceptor’s ‘-ife, 


or from masterly exposition of the laws of 
> science or the dogmas of philosophy, but 
from the manner in which the veacher ap- 
plies to his “te actions the principles 
ich he proclaims.” 
bg oo B. L. Whitman, of Columbia 
university, was the last speaker of the 
morning session.

The exercises on Massachusetts day will 
be held in the auditorium. The governor 
and several others will make addresses. 
After the programme in the auditorium, 
the governor and staff will be lunched 
in the Massachusetts building and will 
then be shown over the grounds. In the 
afternoon the party will be given. tea in 
tne Massachusetts department of the 
woman's building. 

The Massachusetts’ buil@{ng is practical- 
ly completed and was opened yesterday 
afternoon. But a few more finishing touch- 
es are required, and then all will be in 
readiness for the coming of the governor 
ana party. The exhibit in the building 
is full of interest and is instructive and en- 
tertaining in every detail. The system 
of public schools is fully shown and also 
the jails and other features which have 
made the state prominent for its progres- 
siveness. It is probably one of the best 
exhibits made by any one state on the 
grounds, 

In the building is a cfiair which was 
used by Longfellow. The chair was loan- 
ed the commission by Miss Alice Long- 
fellow, and was presented him by tue 
children of Cambridge. It is unique in 
appearance and will be viewed with inter- 
est by all who visit the place. The build- 
ing itself is full of historic interest. It 
is perfectly designed afier the pattern 
and architecture of the home of Longfel- 
low. Every detail has been carried out, 
even the proportions and size of the build- 
ing. The old home of Longfellow has many 
sacred memories clustered about it and 
these will be vividly recalled. 

Longfellow’s home was formerly owned 
by the Cragie @:mily, who lived in the 
wuse for many years. It was also at-one 
(ime the property of Samuel Worcester, 
che compiler of the dictionary which bears 
his name. Later on it passed into the 
possession of Prof2ssor Sparks, president 
f Harvard university. Everett, the great 
writer, once lived in the same house. He 
was also president of Harvard university 
and governor of Massachusetts. The build- 
ng was also made famous from the fact 
tnat it was used by George Washington 
‘or more than one year during the pro- 

ress of the revolution. 

The cla#ir which has been loaned the 
commission by Miss Alice Longfellow is 
made of chesnut from the tree which grew 
just in front of the old blacksmith shop. 
Un the-wall of the building has been 
hung the portrait of the poet and many 
relics greatly admired by him during his 
isfe are placed about the building. 

The work of the Massacnusetts commis- 
sion has been very satisfactory. Mr. Lov- 
ering, who is chairman, has been given 
substantial aid by Mr. Henry G. Kittredge, 
Mr. Curtis Guild, Mrs. McDaniels and 
Miss Helen Winslow, who composed the 
board. Though the time in which the 
commission did its work was very short, 
yet a most creditable display has been 
made. The commission was appointed by 
the governor only a few weeks before 
the opening of the exposition, and it is 
very probable that if more time had been 
at their disposal, a much larger exhibit 
would have been made. 

Commissioner Lovering Talks. 

Commissioner William C. Lovering Was 
seen at the Aragon last night and he 
talked interestingly about the exposition. 
in general scope he 
was simoaly 
many expositions which were larger and 
possibly more varied in its exhibits. 

‘l have been pleasingly surprised with 
what I have seen since entering the ex- 
position grounds for the first time. All 
expositions are more or less an advertise- 
ment, but this one is an advertisement 
in a most elegant direction. As a whole 
it is full of good impressions and will 
result in great good to the south. I have 
not been through all of the buildings, but 
I have seen enough to be convinced that 
the show is good in its entirety. Every- 
thing I have seen 
notice, 

‘The exhibit of my state is very pleas- 
ing to me, for it shows in considerable 
detail the educational features of the 
state. The manner in which the children 
are taught is clearly demonstrated. The 
common jails of the state can be seen in 
their system and thoroughness and the 
manner in which our criminals are con- 
fined.

The 
court will decide whether the liberty of 
Crazy Bull has been restrained illegally, as 
alleged by Major Burke. 

Crazy Bull was arrested at Buffalo Bill’s 
snow grounds near the exposition grounds 
about noon yesterday. He was pointed out 
to Local Detectives Wooten and Ivy by an 
officer from Baltimore, and a young man 
who accompanied the latter. The cfficer 
was Detective M. B. Hussey, of the Bal- 


timore detective department. The young 
man was Howard D. South, of Baltimore, 
who claims that he saw Crazy Bull commit 
the crime of which he is charged. 

Crazy Bull was arrested under the name 
of Mohawk. He denies that that fs his 
name. He says that he hag been Crazy 
Bull since he first remembers roaming on 
the prairies of the wild west. ‘The Balti- 
more detective says that the Indian was 
known as Mohawk in Baltimore. An in- 
dictment charging him with manslaughter 
was found under that name and he was ¢r- 
rested under: it. 

“Mohawk,” “Crazy Bull,” or whatever 
his name may be, is charged with killing 
a twelve-year-old boy on the last day of 
September last. It is said that the Indian 
threw a rock at the little fellow near Buf- 
falo Bill’s show grounds in Baltimere. The 
boy was struck in the breast by the rock. 
He was seriously injured but lingered six 
days, when he died from the injury. A 
week or two ago the grand jury of Balti- 
more investigated the affair and the re- 
sult was that an indictment, charging one 
“Mohawk” with manslaughter, was found. 
The Baltimore men here after the Indian 
allege that “Crazy Bull,” “Mohawk,” or 
whoever he is is the individual who hurled 
the fatal missile at the Baltimore youth. 

“Crazy Bull” cannot speak English with 
any degree of accuracy, but his friends 
speak for him. It is said by the latter 
that “Crazy Bull” vigorously denies that 
that he threw a rock in Baltimore. The 
Indian says that he is not “Mohawk” and 
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denies that he ever went under that name. 
He says that the requisition issued by the 
governor of Georgia is not for him. He 
declares that he is illegally restrained of 
his liberty. 

“Crazy Bull’s” attorneys, Messrs. Burton 


Smith and Shepard Bryan, recited these 
' him until he became angry and picked up 


facts to Judge Newman last night and the 
latter granted a petition for habeas corpus. 
The officers having ‘“‘Crazy Bull’ in charge, 
Chief Connolly and Detective Hussey, of 
Baltimore, were ordered to aj-pear before 
the court this morning and show cause 


why the Indian was being deprived of his | 


liberty. 

Major Burke says that “Crrzy Bull’ is 
not the Indian wanted in Baltimore. He 
says that the man is innocent of any 
crime in Baltimore or elsewhere. 

“ ‘Crazy Bull,’ nor any other Indian of 
our show threw a rock and killed a boy 
in Baltimore,” said Major Bruke last night. 
“The arrest of the Indian was the first we 
have ever heard of a boy getting hit at 
our show. There were eleven policemen 
at our show ground in Baltimore, and if 
‘Crazy Bull’ or any other Indian threw a 
rock there, why wasn’t he arrested in 
Baltimore? This Indian has been with the 
show several years and there is not a 
more quiet and peaceable Indian in the 
whole country. He is one of the best men 
with the show, physically and morally, and 
we will fight the case to the last.” 

Detectives Hussey and South, of Balti- 
more, declare that the Indian is the one 
wanted. They say that other men in Bal- 
timore can identify the Indian as the man 
who threw the fatal rock. South claims 
to have identified the Indian by a mole on 
his nose. He says that he took particular 
notice of the Indian’s face in Baltimore 
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and noticed a mole on his nose. He says 
that he talked to the Indian at the time 
the young boy was struck with the rock. 
The boy was not apparently hurt at the 
time and no effort was made to arrest the 
Indian then. He says that a crowd of 
young boys followed the Indian and guyed 


a rock, which he hurled at the boys with 
terrific force, 

The rock struck a twelve-year-old boy 
named John Horne, of 2022 East Chase 
The little fellow died a week after 
Buffalo Bill’s show left Baltimore. 

Detective Hussey brought along a lst of 
the Indians with the wild west show. The 
list was procured from the Indian office at 
no such names as “Crazy Bull” or “Mo- 
no such names as “Crazy Bull or “Mo- 
hawk” as being with the show. 

“Crazy Bull” is an Ogalalla Sioux In- 
dian. He is a masterful looking young 
fellow, straight and tall. He is a man of 
almost perfect physical proportions and is 
about twenty-five years old. The Indian 
walks with an easy stride, graceful but 
firm. He is said to be one of the favor- 
ites of Buffalo Bill. “Crazy Bull” is from 
the Pine Ridge government reservation in 
South Dakota. He spoke through the ine 
terpreter, John Shangrau, yesterday.

The Body of the Unknown Suicide 
Buried Yesterday as W. M. 
Humphries.

_ 4he woman who was kilied by an exposi- 
tion train on the Southern railroad at the 
Eila street crossing Monday morning was 
identified yesterday morning. She was Mrs. 

The body of Mrs. Whitaker was identi- 
ta, Ga., a small village near Roswell. 

The body of Mrs. Whittaker was identi- 
fled by her daughter and sister, Emma 
Whitaker and Mrs. Underwood, the latter 
of the western part of the city. Both cail- 
ed at Patterson's undertaking establish- 
ment yesterday morning and recognized 
the dead woman as Mrs. Whitaker. 

Mrs. Whitaker, formerly resided in Al- 
pharetta and later in Atlanta. She went to 
Alpharetta and Roswell some time ago to 
visit friends and relatives.

Many of the country dealers 
recently paid 9 cents for cotton, and they 
are not going to sell at 8c or anything lke 
it. Bulls are much encouraged by the 
smail receipts at the ports, which are not 
only far below thoss of a year ago but 
even much.belcow those of 1893, when the 
crop was oniy 7,500,000. The receipts at 
points like Houston, which are only about 
one-half as large as at this. time last 
year, are also considered a strong feature 
of the situation. Wall street interests are 
buying and predicting 10c cotton. With 
reactions from time to time we look for a 
further rise.

of the past two weeks. The demand ap- 
pears to come from many sources while 
the supply comes from those who have 
carried many weak accounts over during 
the panicky times of last week. Our local 
traders feel very bullish on the light move- 
ment, as they expect a bullish circular at 
any time from Mr. Neill which might af- 
fect the demand from the European spin- 
ners. Speculation is light at the advance 
but there is a general belief and faith in 
cotton after a reaction of 144 cent a pound 
from the lowest prices touched. It is no- 
ticeable that the strongest houses are now 
the large sellers. During the afternoon 
the market weakened under selling orders 
by exporters who report some of their 
bids accepted and more cotton moving. 
They hedged in this market. Spots were 
advanced 3-15 of a cent on account of the 
rise in futures and not from the actual 
business doing, as the demand was very 
light, and the sales only 268 for consump- 
tion.

Today’s Features—Increased strength in 
Manchester, on which the bulls dilated with 
much satisfaction, a rise in Liverpool, good 
buying orders from that market, large pur- 
chases by New Orleans, a rumor that Neill 
Brothers will estimate the crop at 6,250 bales 
and a disinclination on the part. of the 
south to sell at the current prices caused a 
very strong feeling in the market here to- 
day which led to a decided advance. Local 
operators covered freely, Wall street 
bought, and southern orders to buy were 
plentiful. Weak holders have been weeded 
out and the cotton is in the hands of 
strong men, The general feeling is bullish. 
The crop movement is comparatively mod- 
erate and planters and country dealers at 
the south show a disposition to hold cot- 
ton for higher prices. Part of the decided 
rise early in the day was lost hefore the 
close owitng, in a measure, to selling by ex- 
porting houses, who are believed to have 
increased their purchases of spot cotton at 
the south and following the usual custom of 
hedging against such purchases hv selling 
fotures in New York.

The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, October 29.—Tnoe Journal of 
Commerce and Commercial Bulletin, in its 
weekly review of the dry goods market, 
savs the strength of the dry goods market 
for cotton goods in the face of the recent 
heavy drop in the price of cotton was a sur- 
prise to a number of buyers, who tested the 
market by bids for quantities for futuve 
delivery of staples at prices based upon the 
expectation of that influence only to have 
them turned down. It has, therefore, been 
no surprise to find that the general tone 
today is practically as firm as ever it was, 
seeing that cotton has cecovered something 
like one-half of the previous decline from 
the highest point. The week’s business has 
been on quite a moderate sale in staple 
cottons, but good delivery has gone forward 
in existing orders. Cotton dress fabrics 
have been quietly firm in seasonable lines 
with good orders for spring recorded in 
specialties in both printed and woven pat- 
tern lines. The woolen and worsted goods 
departments have shown no change of mo- 
ment in either dress goods or men’s wear 
fabrics. The failure of Bamberger, Bloom 
& Co. has been a disagreeable incident, but 
reperts of collections continue on the whole 
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decidedly satisfactory.

Chicago, October 28.—Holders of wheat 
are becoming somewhat discouraged owing 
to the stagnant condition of the market and 
the dull state of speculation, and today 
were moderate sellers. At the opening a 
slightly better tone was noted, due to firm 
cables from Liverpool and continued 
drought over the winter wheat belt, but the 
feeling soon weakened, the large new re~- 
ceipts—1,513 cars, against 9338 last year— 
seeming to overbalance everything of a 
bullish nature. There was, however, no 
marked disposition to sell until the signal 
service predicted light rains in portions of 
Illinois, Indiana, Missouri and IKkalisas, 
when brokers acting for professionals offer- 
ed quite freely, although their sales did not 
have much effect until later in the session, 
when they were joined by holders in a cash 
way. About 60,000 bushels were reported as 
sold to Toledo and about 60,000 bushels for 
export for Liverpool. Clearances were light 
at 181,000 bushels of wheat and flour. The 
demand around 60 cents for December, as 
heretofore noted, disappeared today and 
the market was practicaily without support 
except in a small way from the short inter- 
est. Unless this buying appears again it is 
quite probable the markets will seek a low- 
er level as northwestern receipts appear 
limited only to Tailroad capacity, and the 
country, while these continue so heavy, 
does, not seem willing to give any Support. 
While the drought may be severe it appears 
a little too early yet for this factor to 
make itself felt. 

There was practically nothing in corn. 
Fluctuations were very narrow. There was 
selling of December by inside sources. Re- 
ceipts were large—574 cars—and cables were 
lower. Clearances were fairly liberal at 
36,300 bushels. New corn for November 
shipment is reported being offered quite 
freely. Sentiment seems bearish, 

January pork declined to $8.95. The heav- 
iness of the hog market at thé yards was 
the principal feature. Packers were Ssell- 
ers. There was very little support except 
from shorts.

Time to Chicago. 


SPE CIAL TRAINS TO THE RIVER. 


id Question of a Through Pas- 
er Service Between Atlanta 
and Chicago Revived.

At last the railroads leading from the 
south to the northwest have realized the 
necessity of improved passenger service, 
and within a few days schedules will be 
put snto operation which will place Chicago 
within twenty-three hours of Atlanta. 

These quick schedules have been ftigured 

out by the Southern railway and its con- 
pections and the Western and Atlantic 
and its connections, . 
The twe strong competftte lines be- 
tween Atlanta and the Ohio river have 
thus determined mutually to give an im- 
proved service and the new schedules will 
be for the benelit of the Atlanta exposi- 
tion. 

The Southern railway, 
Queen and Crescent and the connecting 
lines at Cincinnati and Louisviile, will 
make the trip between Atlanta and Chica- 
go in twenty-three hours. 

The Louisville and Nashville, acting with 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
aud the Western and Atlantic, will make 
@ simular run, 

The Seuthern railway wil? have through 
coaches, through sleeping cars and a 
through dining car between Atlanta and 
Cincunne 4 While the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis and the Western and 
Atiantic will have through chair cars and 
Sleeping cars between Atlanta and Nash- 
Ville. 

These cars are not through from Chi- 
cago because of the same conditions which 
have aiways existed—a faliure among the 
lines north of the Ohio river to agree 
among themseives which ef the three lines 
shouid bring the sleepef to the river. There 
is not sufficient business for sleepers from 
ail three of the routes north of the Ohio 
to be hauled back and forth, they claim, 
and they wouid precipitate a great quarrel 
if any one of the roads were selected by 
the southern lines for the through sleeper 
contract. 

The Southern’s special train from the 
will leave Chicago at 12 noon 


acting with the 


o'clock sharp. Keiurning it will leave At- 
lanta at 3:40 and make the same time back 
to Chicago. Z 

The Evansville route, including the Louis- 
Ville and Nashville and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis and Western 
and Atlantic, will have a train leaving 
Chicago at 5 in the afternoon and arriving 
in Auanta at 4 o’cleck. 

In addition to this will be the regular 
local train from Nashville, making all 
connections, which now arrives and will 
continue to arrive in Atianta at 6:25. 


Why Not Through Cars? 


Chicago is greatly stirrea over the ques- 
tion of better passenger facilities between 
that city and Allanta and is waging an ac- 
tive campaign among the railroads leading 
this way for a through system of Puilman 


cars. 

The fellowing from a recent issue of The 
Times-Herald ef that city sets fortn the 
Situation as viewed from a Chicago stand- 
peint: 

“There is no question that the Louisville 
end Nashville has broken the agreement of 
Bouthern lines not to take cars trom reads 
north of the Ohio, The through service of 
the Chicago and Eastern lilinois to Nash- 
Ville proves it. With the agreement tnus 
broken, and with an adequate service in 
every other respect, the question is again 
asked of the Louisville and Nashville why 
it refuses to do the one thing lacking in 
hauling through cars to Atlanta? This ques- 
tion applies not only via the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois but via the Monon, Penn- 
Syivania and Big Four through Louisville 
or Cincinnati. Now that the agreenient is 
broken absolutely, the only reason for not 
yielding to unanimous public opinion is 
that the trains south of the Ohio would be 
loaded up with non-paying equipment. The 
fallacy of this argument has been aiready 
exposed in ‘The Times-Herald. New trains 
have been put on from Louisville and C.a- 
cinnati to Atlanta. There is no reason why 
the sleeping car equipment of these trains 
should not be made up of one car each from 
the northern lines. The new trains must 
run at least one sleeper. At the most, 
the plan proposed would make no more 
than two extra sleepers. At the rate of 
2 cents a mile, which the roads would have 
to pay the Pullman Company, each car 
would cost less than $11 for the round trip 
from either Louisville or Cincinnati to At- 
lanta. Take now the absurd proposition 
that there is but one passenger in each 
sleeper each way. In that case all the 
cars would be run at a profit. Reduced to 
the absurdity that there may be only one 
passenger per car, there is always the pos- 
Bibility of putting these two or three pas- 
Bengers in one car. No native American 
wouid object to changing cars if he were 
the only passenger and he could get equal- 

good accommodations in another car. 

“But no one knows better than the Louis- 
Ville and Nashville that this absurdity 
Would not happen. No train starts out of 
Chicago for the south with but one pas- 
Senger per sleeping car. On the other 
hand, travel is good and every sleeper has 
@ quota of passengers for which the Louis- 
Ville and Nashville would be glad to run 
@n extra sleeper if such passengers boarded 
their train south of Mason and Dixon's 
line. Every Chicago dolegation to the 
south and every southern delegation to Chi- 
cago has fer years been chopping away at 
that Mason and Dixon’s line, until the 
only remnant of it kept alive is by the hos- 
tile action of the Louisville and Nasnville. 
From the northeast or southwest there 
is as good passenger service to the south- 
east as in the other.direction. Chicagu and 
the northwest alone are barred from the 
fraternity which is fostered more than in 
any other way by rapid transit and unin- 
terrupted communication. Every passen- 
ger from Chicago or the northwest is com- 
“san to recognize the fact that he is in 

ostile hands as soon as he reaches the 
Ohio, or in the case of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois, Nashville. The Chicago 
Man is not accustomed to changing cars 
When he goes on a journey. In any other 
Girection he can board his car in Chicago 
and step off the same car at almost any 
hamlet in America. The Louisville and 
Nashville alone insists on keeping alive the 
Bectional lines which the people themselves 
have long ago wiped off the map. 

“On the Louisville and Nashviile lies the 
burden of saying whether it will continue 
{ts hostilits not only to Chicag® but to 
every public spirited citizen in the soutn. 

t has heen convicted tn the court of pub- 
lic esteem of maintaining a system of 
freight rates which bars Chicago manu- 
facturers from the south It will almost 
certainly be convicted of this offense in @ 
legal court, which will compel it to adopt 
fates which any weil managed road would 
have put in of its own accord years ago. 
It is now convicted in the samé court cf 
Public esteem of obstinately refusing to 
Join with Chicago roads in putting on an 
@dequate passenger service, which it can 
pe do at a profit. It is Nigh oS oe 
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cally solid New York directorate, explains 


why its own interests are constantly gac- 
rificed in order that its directers may reap 
larger roms from their interests in roads 
from New York te the south. It fs in any 
event high time southern legislatures 
breught this foe to the Interests of their 
constituents to its knees and cempelied it 
to recognize its duty as a common car- 


rier.”’ 
How Southern Lines Reply. 

It is claimed now as it has béen claimed 
all along by the roads - uth of the Ohio 
that the trouble about getting a system of 
through cars between Atlanta and Chica- 
go is in the inability of the lines north 
of the river to come to terms and agree 
harmoniously which of the three lines 
shali bring the sleeping cars as far as the 
river. 

It is held that these general obstructions 
still obtain and while the Chicago roads 
claim to be running a through Hne of 
sleepers to Nashville and hold this up as 
evidence that the claims of the southern 
roads are not good, it is at the same time 
the reasonable prestimption of the lines at 
interest that if they took through sleeping 
cars from the Evansville the other lines 
out of Chicago for the south would raise 
a war and demoralize the business ou the 
Srounds that the Evansville was being 
favored. 

Passenger Traffic Manager. 

Colonel B. W.- Wrenn, speaking of the 
celebration of Plant day at the exposi- 
tion said: “It has certainly been a great 
demonstration and means a Great deal.

Meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the Association Yesterday. 


COTTON APPORTIONMENT IS UP 


The Crop This Fall Will Probably Be 
Divided Among the Lines—Other 
Railroad News, 


The meeting of the executive committee 
of.the Southern States Freight Association 
has brought a great number of prominent 
railroaders to the city. 

The corridors of the Aragon, which is 
headquarters, were thronged with them 
yesterday. There were present at the 
meeting: W. W. Finley, representing the 
Southern railway and the Alabama Great 
Southern; R. G. Erwin, representing the 
Alabama Midland, the Brunswick and 
Western, the Charleston and Savannah, 
and the Savannah, Florida and Western 
R. E. Lutz, representing the 
Ailanta and West Point and the Western 
Railway of Alabama; W. F. Shellman, 
representing the Georgia Central and the 
Savannah and Western; M. H. Clyde, 
representing the Clyde Steamship Com- 
pany; 8S. EF. Parrott, representing the 
Columbus Southern railway; Charles P. 
Ball, representing the East and West 
railroad; D. E. Maxwell, representing the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad: 
T. K. Seott and A. G. Jackson, represent- 
ing the Georgia railroad; C. W. Chears, 
for the Georgia Midland and Gulf: Milton 
H. Smith and S. R. Knott, for the Louis- 
ville and Nashville; T. S. Davant, for the 
Norfolk and Western; H. W.. B. Glover, 
for the Seaboard Air-Line; G. W. Stone, 
for the Georgia Southern and Florida; J. 
W. Thomas, for the Western and At- 
lantic; T. M. Emérson, for the Wilming- 
ton and Weldon, which is a part of the 
Atlantic Coast Line. 

Thus it may be seen that all the roads that 
are members of tha new association are 
represented at the meeting except the Old 
Dominion Steamship Company, the Mer- 
chants’ and Miners’ Transportation Com- 
pany, the Cincinnati, New Orleans and 
Texas Pacific, and the Cape Fear and 
Yadkin Valley railroad. 

This is the second session of the execu- 
tive committee of the new association, the 
first having been held in New York im- 
mediately after the meeting of the oid 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion, when the business of the old asso- 
ciation was straightened out and the 
affairs turned over to the new regime. 

The association is now known as the 
Southern States Freight Association. The 
new commissioner, Major H. 8S. Haines, 
has already put the matters of the new 
association in good order for such ] 18 
as the members may deem. proper to maxe, 
and it is clear that the railroad men 
will begin the career of their new organi- 
zation with vigerous hope for the fullest 
fruition of their plans which required so 
long to bring to harmonious maturity. 

Commissioner Haines is one of the most 
interesting men in the railroad business 
at the south. He has been in the work 
all his life, having been a civil engineer 
and a promoter of the various lines of 


the Plant system when they were first 
planned. Since that time he has been 
steadily growing in the business, until 


of the most thoroughly 
posted men on southern railroad affairs 
to be found in the lend. 


The Cotton Apportionment. 

One of the most important questions 
with which the members of the executive 
committee will have to wrestle is the cot- 
ton appertionment for the season. 

It will be remembered that tor the past 
few years the railroads have agreed on 
a plan of transporting the-cotton crop by 
apportionment, meaning that each line 
would be assigned a certain percentage of 
the crop to haul as its share for the sea- 
son. This percentage is based upon the 
average amount of cotton hauled by the 
particular line for the past two or three 
years, and when once fixed the raiiroad 
has no right to go beyond its limit. When- 
ever a railroad seems to be hauling more 
than the rightful share allotted it out of 
the crop the commissioner under the ap- 
portionment plan is empowered with au- 
thority to write to the authorities of the 
traffic department of the road and insist 
that they hold up awhile until the ac- 
counts of the other roads catch up, so to 
speak, with ii. 

It is probable that the same kind of an 
apportionment plan as has been engaged 
for the past few years will obtain at this 
meeting. The members were discussing 
it yesterday. 

There are other matters of importance, 
too, which will come up at this meeting.

W. N. Hudson, Charged with Murder, 
Released on Bond.

W. N. Hudson, the policeman charged 
with the killing of the negro man on Mitch- 
el] street several days ago, walked out of 
the front door of Fultun county jail yes- 
terday afternoon at 5 o'clock. 

His bond was placed yesterday morning 
by Judge Richard Clark in the amount of 
$5,000, and late in the afternoon was sign- 
ed by Mr. J. Tye. AS soon as the bond 
Was made it was promptly 
Sheriff Barnes and Hudson was ailowed to 
leave the jail. 

The circumstances under 
shooting was done created much excitement 
at the time. Hudson was a member of ihe 
police department of the city and patrolled

ran down the street. Hudson drew his pis- 
tol and fired at the fleeing negro as he sped 


Tie vul- 
let went wide of its mark, and instead of 
hitting the thief plowed its way through 
the brain of a negro who was a bysiand- 
ed. Passing through the head of the negro, 
the bullet struck a white man and seriously 


wounded him. The negro was instantly 
killed and the white man was thought to 
have been fatally injured, though he re- 


covered at the hospital a few days liter. 

Hudson was arrested but was released 
next day, as the coroner's jury found that 
the shooting was accidental and did prot 
think the officer was responsible for’ the 
death of the negro. Hudson was, nowever, 
Suspended by Chief Connolly and after- 
wards indicted by the grand jury.
